The Republicans Engaged in an Effort to 
Steal the State. 

New York, November 7.—{Special.]—A 
Special from Concord, N. H., says: 

The republicans have undoubtedly elected 
twelye senators. They claim thirteen, which 
would give them a majority of the full sen- 
ate at the start, regardless of the vacancies 
0 be filled by the legislature in joint session. 

The democrats have a clear majority of 
sixteen in the house upon the present basis 
of representation, which their leaders, backed 
by the best legal authority, insist must 
stand for this legislature. Counting in the 
men elected in the different towns and 
wards upon the strength of an increase in 
population under the new census, 
the democrats still have “from two 
to four majority. 

The republican leaders, who have been in 
conference here today, are engaged in put- 
ting up a scheme to juggle with the roll 
call of the house through the clerk, by de- 
termining in advance questions which the 
housé or the courts alone can settle. The 
democratic leaders understand their purpose, 
and do not propose to submit. They insist 
that they will organize the house and elect 
a governor and United States senator. 

New York TIMEs. 

Concorp, N. H., November 6.—The repub- 
licans concede the election of Daniel, demvo- 
crat, in the second congressional district, by a 
plurality of 50 to 60. This gives the democrats 
the two congressmen from this state. Both 
parties claim the legislature.

A LARGE ELEVATOR BURNED. 


A Terrible Conflagration in Buffalo 
Yesterday. 

Burrato, N. Y., November 6.—At 20’clock 
this morning fire was discovered in C. J. 
Wells’s elevator, cornerof Ohio and Indiana 
streets. The flames started in the east tower 
of the elevator from an explosion loud enough 
to wake up the hundreds of people who live in 
boarding houses and tenements in the vicinity. 
In the shortest time possible, the various boats 
which Jay alongside the elevatex were gotten 
out of the way, and nonesuffered. In twenty 
minutes after the flames started the walls be- 
gan tofallon all sides. On the north were 
four Lackawanna'‘freight cars, loaded. These 
were buried in the debris. Mugridge’s 
bakery, on the corner of Elk and Illinois 
streets, was on fire, but was saved. 
The heat was intense, 
the firemen away from the Ohio 
street side of the burning elevator. Every 
few minutes pieces of the corrugated iron 
covering of the elevator would become de- 
tached fromthe structure and come sailing 
down, several narrowly missing groups of 
firemen. 

After it was seen that it was a-hopeless task 
to try to save Wells’s elevator, the main ef- 
fortsof the firemen, except for keeping the 
flames in Wells’s elevatcr down as much as 
possible, were directed towards preventing the 
tlames getting into the big Wilkeson elevator. 

At onetime it was feared that the heat 
would blow out the topof the Wilkeson ele- 
vator. When the tlames from Wells’s were at 
their height, the heat was very intense, so 
much so that it caused a part ofthe side of the 
marine elevator across the river, opposite 
Well’s to blow out, a large portion of flax seed 
stored in it falling out into the river. 

Looking down Ohio street an interesting 
scene was witnessed. The smoke, mingled 
with myriads of sparks, filied the air; engines 
panting here and theré, firemen wading in the 
flooded streets, bareheaded women running 
from house to house carrying their few valu- 
ables toa safer place. Every once in a while 
flames from the burning buildings shot up in 
the air and displayed the white, upturned 
faces ofjthe watchers. The Wells at this time 
was 2% mass of flames within. The tower

the bins poured out of the lower 
windows and. doors. ©The elevator wi'l 
hold about 350,000 bushels. There were about 
290,000 bushels init. At 3:40 0’clock the fire 
had worked its wayinto the rear of a four 
story inalt house connécted with the Wells. 
At 4 o’clock the fire was under control. The 
thames were confined to Welis’s elevator, which 
was entirely destroyed. The total loss is 
figured at $250,000 of which $100,000 is on the 
beilding and $150,000 on the grain. Total in- 
surance on the building $80,000.

SOME ATLANTA MEN AND OTHERS ON 
THE GREAT VICTORY. 


Characteristic Talks from a Fewof the Men 
The Constitution Reporters Meet— 
The Causes of the Victory. 


Hon. John D. Stewart came up from Griffin 
yesterday afternoon and was given & cordial 
reception by his friends at the Kimball last 


night. 
The congressman was wearing a happy 
smile. 
“Qf course it is the greatest triumph of the 
age,” he said in speaking of the election. 
‘Nothing could have been greater and nothing 


could have pleased me more. | 
“It was the natural result of McKinley, 


Quay and Reed. The republican party owes 
much of the ignominious defeat to these 


men.”’ 
Congressman Stewart is looking well and is 
satisfied with the present situation, politically. 
On the senatorial question he did not care to 


talk. 

Hon. N. J. Hammond: ‘The tariff bill did 
the work, and a good work it was. Too good 
it may be, too. I always found that a small 
majority made the party cautious, whereas 
with a big one unwise acts may be committed.

Inoculation with Tubercular Bactillus— 
The Emperor of Germany Deeply In- 
terested in the Matter. 


Beri, November 6.—The discovery, by 
Professor Koch, of the Berlin university, of a 
method for the cure of consumption by inocu- 
lation with attentuated tnbercular bacillus, is 
exciting the greatest interest among the 
medical profession and laymen. 

The National-Zeitung, which has devoted 
considerable space to the consideration of the 
subject, says today that it is probable that a 
motion will be introduced into the Prussian diet 
looking to the establishment of a bacteriolog- 
ical institute, which will be under the direc- 
tion of Professor Koch. Emperor William is 
deeply interested in the discovery,and receives 
frequent reports from Professor Koch regard- 
ing the progress he is making in his experi- 
ments. The professor declares that he is not 
desirous of deriving any material or personal 
advantage from his discovery, and says that he 
will make public his method in albits details 
for the benefit of humanity.

Some of them, it is understood, are in posi- 
tion where they cannot honorably vote against 
Gordon. 2 es 

These are very few. 

Rumor puts the number at less than ten. 

The meeting showed that the alliance will 
oppose, practically, a solid front against 
Gordon’s election ; less than ten of thealliance 
members of the legislature voting for him, 

This insures his defeat for the United States 
senate. 

THE HINES CAUCUS. 

The friends of Judge Hines held a caucus 
at the Kimball house yesterday afternoon, 

It was largely attended, and his supporters 
were enthusiastic. : 

They believe that he is gaining ground in 
the senatorial race every hour. 

The tone of the caucus was bouyant. 

Strong speeches in his behalf were made by 
Colonel Hughes, Hon. W. M. Sears, of 
Webster, Hon. H. G. Wright, of Effingham, 
Hon. T. J. Chappell, of Laurens, and others: 

THE ANTI-GORDON CAUCUS. 

Last night at the Kimball, after the alliance 
caucus at the capitol had adjourned, there was 
a genera! anti-Gordon caucus of members of 
the legislature. 

There was a large attendance of both alli- 
ancemen and non-alliancemen opposing Gor- 
don. ' 

Only members of the legislature were ad- 
mitted. 

Senator Nunnally was chairman. 

The meeting was harmonious and enthusi- 
astic. 

The general resulé was to make assurance 
doubly certain—that Governor Gordon cannot 
be elected senator. 

Several of those most prominent in this 
meeting were not alliancemen. 

The unanimity of sentiment was noticeable. 
Several members of the legisiature whose 
position upon the senatorial question has not 
herétofore been clearly defined, attended the 
anti-Gordon caucus last night and will now 
vote against Gordon. 

A Permanent Alliance Organization. 

Another very important thing was done last 
night at the alliance caucus in the capitol. 

A permanent organization was formed, com- 
prising the alliance members of both house 
and senate.

As this organization includes all the alli- 
ance members of the legislature, it has num- 
bers sufficient to pass any legislation it may 
frame in the interest of the people, not only 
through both houses—-without a single vote 
outside, but to pass it over the governor’s veto 
as well, should that ever be necessary.

About midnight last night, one of Mr. 
DuBignon’s friends in a crowd at _ the 
Kimball, stated that Mr. DuBignon 
would be in Atlanta today and that his 
friends would strongly urge him to be a 
candidate. "If he will consent,’ added 
this gentleman, ‘I believe he will be Joe 
Brown’s successor.” P 

A number of the alliance members ex- 
pressed themselves as being anxious to 
see and talk with Mr. DuBignon, 
and that he will have considerable 
support. Several men outside of the ailli- 
ance urged his candidacy on the ground 
that south Georgia was entitled to the sen- 
ator. The Savannah delegation would proba- 
bly .be solid for him. Several other prom- 
inent members will, it is said, take the field 


for Mr. DuBignon if he will consent to run.

Another name mentioned very prominently 
in connection with the senatorship last even- 
ing was that of ex-Governor Henry D. Mc- 
Daniel.

A Black Democrat.

It would have taken a nice ear to have told, as 
the varying bulletins flashed cut in quick suc- 
cession, which did the loudest or longest cheering, 
the democrats or republicans; but there was no 
mistaking the fact that the former did the most of 
it. There were atleast 1,000 coloredmen, who 
seemed every whit as interested as the whites. 
They yelied lustily for the most part at everything 
favorable to the republicans, but there were a few 
exceptions. A good-looking, well-dressed mem- 
ber of that race, who stood well to the front, 
chuckled with clee at every message of repub- 
lican disaster. “The democrats are going to have 
the next house by a good majority,” he said, “and 
lam mighty glad of it.” 

“Why do you want the democrats to win?” some 
one asked. 

‘Because the republicans didn’t carry out their 
pledges during the late session of congress; and 
because there isn’t much difference in the two 
parties after all. It will be better for us colored 
people down south when we fail to vote solidly for 
any party. We must be more independent. I 
favor rotation in office anyway. So far as the 
negro is concerned, he will be just as well 
treated undera democratic as under a repub- 
lican administration. ,Cleveland gave out about 
a3 many offices to our people as Harrison has. I 
live in Arkansas, where tie majority of the 
negroes have to make their living by hard work in 
the fields, and I want to know how such legisla- 
tion as the McKinley bill, which puts up prices on 
everything that poor people have to buy, has bene- 
fitted the negro’”’ 

None of the colored auditors to whom the ques- 
tion was addressed made areply. The subtle ties

All the white help at the Lindell house, St. 
Louis, including the dining room girls, has been 
dismissed, and negroes have been substituted. 
The white employes were at the hotel at the usual 
hour Saturday morning, and prepared to go about 
their usualtask. The girls were pinning on their 
aprons and chatting among themselves and the 
day bell boys were preparing to relieve those on 
duty at night, when the heads of the different de- 
partments calicd them and announced that, 
as it was the end of the month, they would be paid 
off and their services dispensed with. This an- 
nouncement was received with the utmost sur- 
prise by the employes, numbering over forty, thus 
summarily turned off. No explanation was 
vyouchsafed, and the discharged employes were 


| marshaled to the office. where they were paid off 


and dismissed. It is believed that the change was 
made for economical reasons, the negroes agree- 
ing to do the work for a smaller wage than that 
given to the whites.

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THE COMMITTEE MEETS 


AND MODIFIES THE ORDER FOR 
NOMINATING CITY OFFICERS, 


It Is to Be Virtually a Primary in Each 
Ward—None But White Men to Vote 
for Delegates. 


The city executive committee has amended 
the pifin recently adopted by it for nominating 
a ticket for city officers. 

As it now stands the plan practically com- 
prehends the features of a committee of one 
hundred and a primary aiso. 

The ward meetings, which were provided 
for by the committee’s meeting on Monday 
night last, are to be held on the plan of primary 
elections. 

None but white registered voters will be al- 
lowed to ballot for the delegates to the com- 
mittee of one hundred. 

The dates of the ward and citizens’ com- 
mittee meetings remain as fixed at the com- 
mittee’s first meeting. 

Some dissatisfaction was created by the 
original plan, and for that reason the com- 
mittee met last evening in room 102, Kimball 
house, to amend or reconsider the resolution 
originally passed. 

The resolutions explains themselves, and 
also the situation as it now stands. 

Here is the resolution passed Monday night, 
calling the ward meetings and constituting 
the citizens’ committee of one hundred. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, That on Tuesday evening, November 
lith, the voters of each ward in the city Me re- 
quested to assemble in some central locality in 
each ward at 7:30 o’clock, and select, by. ballot, 
representatives to attend as members of a citi- 
zens’ committee, which shall assemble on Thurs- 
day evening, November 13th, in the superior court 
room, at 7:50 o'clock, the fifteen receiving the 
highest vote to be declared elected delegates. 

solved, That the two members of this city ex- 
ecutive committee select the meeting places in 
their respective wards for the meetings on the 11th 
instant, and that one of them call the meeting to 
order for organization. 

Resolved, further, That this city executive com- 
mittee proceed now toselect ten delegates from 
the city at large to meet with the delegation of 
fitteen from each ward and form a committee of 
one hundred. 

Resolved, further, That the committee of one 
hundred thus chosen, meét in the superior court- 
roorp at 7:30 o’cleck, Thursday evening, November 
13th, and proceed to select candidates for the po- 
sitions of mayor and two aldermen and six coun- 
cilmen. 

Resolved, That this committee of one hundred 
be directed to select anew executive committtee 
of two from each ward and six from the City at 
large to serve for one year, or until their successors 
are chosen. : 

At iast night’s meeting Chairman Cabaniss 
introduced an amendment to this resolution, 
which, as finally passed, was as follows: 

Resolved, That in addition to the provisions 
made at the last meeting of this committee for 
the holding of meetings in the several wards of 
this city to select representatives, who willform a 
citizens’ committee, the following regulations be 
adopted : 

1. The ward meetings are to be in the nature of 
primary elections, in that a ballot box shall be 
provided in each ward meeting. which shail be 
opened at 7:50 o’clock, on Tuesday evening, No- 
vember 11th, or as soon thereafter as possible, and 
remain open until 10:30 o’clock p. m. 

2. That the members of this executive commit- 
tee from each ward preside over this election, se- 
lecting such managers and clerks as may be ne- 
cessary. 

3. That no one be allowed to vote for members 
of the citizens’ committee except white registered 
voters who were entitled to vote in the late con- 
gressional election. 

4. That the managers of the election certify the 
result to the committee of one hundred, which 
shall be the judge of the correctness of the re- 
turns. 

5. No candidate shall have any part in the man- 
agement of the election of delegates. 

Captain W. H. Brotherton, as proxy for J. 
J. Barnes, was present with a series of resolu- 
tions, rescinding the former action of the com- 
mittee, and providing for a regular primary 
election for the nomination of candidates. 

Captain Brotherton urged the adoption of 
these, and also presented a petition signed by 
a number of citizens favoring a primary, but 
his resolutions were voted down by a vote of 
15 to 2. 

It is believed that the plan as it now stands 
will be perfectly satisfactory to everybody.

A justice of the sapreme court is not more 
taciturn than the average railroad engineer.

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COTTRELL KILLE 


BY CHIEF GERALD, OF THE MONT- 
GOMERY POLICE FORCE. 


The Famous Desperado Goes Guaning for 
the Chief, But Receives the Bullet 
Himself—The Story in Full. 


Montoomrry, Ala., November 6.——[Spe- 
cial.]}—One of the most sensational and hor- 
rible tragedies ever enacted in Montgomery 
occurred here today. 

At 11 o’clock this morning Chief of Police 
A. 8S, Gerald shot. and instantly killed William 
W. Cottrell, of Cedar Keys, Fla. 

The shooting occurred in front of the office 
of the chief of police. Cottrell was shot twice 
with a double barre! shotgun. One took effegt 
in his body and the the other through the face, 
entering on the left cheek and passing out 
through the eye, tearing the eyeball out. 

THE DEAD MAN. 

Cottrell was one of the most. widely known 
men in the country.” He, it was, who created 
such a sensation about twelve. months ago at 
Cedar Keys, Fla., by terrorizing federal cus- 
tom house officials and citizens of that 
place. He fled from there to Lowndes county, in 
this state, where he was born and raised, and 
where he had many relatives and friends. He 
was of one of the first families in Alabama, and 
when sober was regarded as an excellent citi- 
zen, but when under the influence of drink 
was a reckless and desperate man, who knew 
not what fear was. 

LOOKING AT THE CORPSE. 

The crowd soon gathered around his form as 
it lay in front of the chief of police’s office. 
His feet and body lay upon the sidewalk, while 
his head and shoulders lay upon the platform 
of the city scales. 

The tirst shot passed through his body and 
the second through the face, either of which 
would have proved fatal. He was. still gasp- 
ng when the crowds began gathering. His 
right hand pocket was turned half outside, in- 
dicating that he had his hand in his pocket 
when he approached the chief of police. A 
gold-headed cane lay {by his side. He did 
not look natural, as the Toad of shot 
which passed ‘through his face disfigured 


| it, but he could be easily recognized by his 


most delicate features, hands and feet. He 
gasped for probably ten or, fifteen minutes 


| after he was shot. 


Chief Gerald, soon after the shooting, entered 


| his office and passing out of ‘the rear door got 


in a buggy with R. J. Chambers and was 


' driven to to the sheriff’s office, where he gave 


himself up. He was soon followed by numer- 
ous friends who volunteered to go on his bond. 
Colonel Tompkins soon arrived, having been 
sent for by Chief Gerald, and they at once 
went into consultation. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

Mr. Cottrell had beenin the city several 
days and was drinking. Last night he 
was arrested on the charge of 
being drunk and disorderly. He 
was afterwards released, but left police head- 
quarters quite indignant, and yowing yen- 


| geance against the police, and particularly 


Chief Gerald. 

Chief Gerald’s friends went to him this 
morning and told him Cottrell was looking for 
him, and cautioned him not to go on the 
streets, as they feared a meeting between the 
two. Gerald remained in his oftice, and some- 
time during the morning received a challenge 
from Cottrell to fight a duel. 

The chief paid no attention to the challenge, 
but remained at the office till Mr. Cottrell, ac- 
companied by a friend, rode up to police head- 
quarters atil o’clock, when the shooting oc- 
curred. The affairisa very unfortunate one, 
and is regretted by no-one more than Chief 


Gerald, who-claims he acted solelyin ‘selfide-. 


fense. 
COTTRELL’S PREVIOUS CAREER, 

Some years ago Cottrell went to Florida to 
live, locating in Cedar Keys, where he engaged 
in business and took an active 
hand in the _ politics of that place. 
He was elected mayor of Cedar Keys, 
and, under the administration of President 
Cleveland, was appointed collector of customs 
of the port, which position he held until the 
appointment of his successor by President 
Harrison. 

Following Cottrell’s removal from the posi- 
tion of collector of customs, came the event 
which made him famous throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. The new collector 
took his position, and began the discharge of 
the duties, it is said, while Cottrell was absent 
on a fishing expedition. When. Cottrell re- 
turned he found the oftice in charge of his 
successor, Some dispute arose in reference to 
property which Cottrell claimed he 
had left behind - him in the office, 
which led to a fierce war,. and was 
participated in by the friends of both parties. 

Cottrell defied the local authorties and held 
them at bay for several days. The national 
government was informed of the affair, and a 
gunboat was sent to Cedar Keys to protect the 
collector of customsin the. discharge of his 
duties. When the vessel reached Cedar Keys 
Cottrell made good his escape in a batteau, 
and after an adventurotts trip reached 
ILowends courity, in this state, where he re- 
mained with his relatives for seyeral months, 
and until he surrendered himself to the United 
States marshal in this city. : 

HIS RECENT MARRIAGE. 

Since the time of his surrenier, three or 
four months ago, he has resided*-in* Lowndes 
county. The deceased was ‘married eight

The Alliance in the Election. 

While the south and the honest and 
patriotic people of the whole country are 
rejoicing over the overwhelming defeat 
of republicanism, there are some facts 
that should be borne’ clearly in ‘mind— 
namely, the conspicuous part that the 
organization played in the contest in the 
republican states of the west and north- 
west and the importance of the results 
that have been accomplished through its 
agency. 

The alliance finds ready and eager op- 
ponents among disgruntled democrats, 
and its mission has been made the 
target of misrepresentation, but when 
that organization is measured by what it 
has accomplished in the republican states, 
by the power and influence it has ex- 
erted in politics, its importance to the 
south cannot be overestimated. The 
record of the organization in the cam- 
paign that has just closed is remarkable 
for the unity, harmony and persistence 
with which it has pressed its purposes. 
In the south it has practically merged 
itself in the democratic party. In the 
west, the stronghold of; the ‘républicans, 
the alliance did not merge with the 
democrats. It did better. It made a 
squareout fight of its own, and aided the 
democrats. by crippling the republicans.

The Globe-Democrat admits that when 
the people declare themselves decidedly 
and finally, the senate always takes heed. 
If a change is generally demanded, the 
change will take place. A party which 
fairly holds the majority in the house 
for two or three terms in succession is 
bound ‘to secure the senate also. Recog- 
nizing this fact, the senate under its 
present republican majority, will gradually 
place itself in harmony with} the drift of 
political opinion. 

The political outlook is brighter than 
it was in 1874. The presegt legisla- 
tures of Kansas, Wisconsin, New Hamp- 
shire, Illinois and New York are abso- 
lutely certain to send five democrats to 
the senate, reducing the republican ma- 
jority to six. The legislature of Con- 
necticut may do likewise. Then the ad- 
mission of New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah would give the democrats an effec- 
tive working majority. 

With this outline of the situation it 
will be seen that by 1892 we are toler- 
ably certain to have a democratic senate.

“Our Silver Campaign.” 

The London Financial Times speaks of 
our ‘‘new silver campaign,’’ and proceeds to 
speculate on the effect of our policy upon 
the bullion market. Though the specula- 
tions show a strange ignorance of the rela- 
tive position of the two countries in matters 
of finance, they call attention to some in- 
teresting facts. |

’ chief thought is to get more of it. If 
we extend the comparison backward fortwo or 
three years, this contrast becomes more and more 
striking. In 1887the combined coinage of gold 
and silver in the United States was $59,000,000, and 
in the United Kingdom under $14,000,000. In 1886 
the United States added—including recoinage— 
$29,000,000 to its gold and $32,000,000 toits silver. 
In the same year the British mint turned out $2,- 
000,000 worth of silver change and not a single 
sovereign. It had overstrained itself,,apparently, 
in 1885, when it minted $3,500,000 of silver and 
$14,000,000 of gold. Even that unusual effort com- 
pares badly with the American $29,000,000 of silver 
and nearly $28,000,000 of gold. Inthe four years 
1885-88 the United Kingdom added to its metallic 
currency less than $34,000,000 of gold and about 
$13,000,000 of silver, while the United States coined 
$112,000,000 of new gold coined and $130,000,000 of 
silver, mostly Bland dollars. But the country 
which has created only $47,000,000 of metallic cur- 
rency in four years declares money to be a drug. 
while the one which has filled its vaults with 
$240,000,000 of new coin complains of scarcity of 
currency, and is paying 20 per cent per annum for 
day-today loans! A most extraordinary paradox! 

It takes only a sentence to remove the 
supposed paradox. The Times forgets to 
consider the large circulation of bank bills 
in England, which, including those of the 
Bank of England and the other banks of 
issue, sweil the circulation toan amount 
which gives about $31 per capita. This is 
50 per cent greater than ours; and consider- 
ing the time lost in remittances across the 
country, and considering the other facts 
which decrease the efficiency of money here, 
it is 100per cent greater than the circulation 
ofthe United States. There is no.such need 
of new coin in England as there is here; es- 
pecially when the system of credits there 
supplements the currency so much more 
largely thanthe banking system of the 
United States. 

But having driven this London fog from 
the atmosphere, we may profitably accept 
the suggestion of The Times as to the effect 
which our financial policy will have upon 
the bullion market. 

The policy of the world as. regards the 
precious metals has generally been to put 
no obstacle in the way of their free use. 
Forcenturies this policy was pursued, and 
during that long period the relative values 
of gold and silver changed so slowly that 
the variation was hardly perceptible from 
year to year. When, however, sudden and 
violent restrictions were put upon the coin- 
age of silver by the arbitrary action of 
several governments, the people were not 
able to use the metal as they would have 
done, and the usual operation of the laws of 
supply and demand was suspended. When 
these restrictions were partly removed, silver 
showed a wholesome tendency to bound 
back to the place it had occupied for cen- 
turies. The bound wasa little too far for 
the partial removal of restrictions,. and the 
price has since settled back somewhat. This 
movement shows plainly what would be the 
result of the free coinage of silver. The 
metal would simply resume the position it 
occupied by the side of gold before the 
political tinkers began to interfere with the 
laws of demand and supply in this metal. 

Let us keep steadily in view the free 
coinage of silver as the only rational policy 
of the government so far as this metal is con- 
cerned. In the meantime let us remember 
the folly of the republican party in halting 
between no coinage and free coinage, thus 
acknowledging their error while they refuse 
todo right. That party brought distress 
by precipitate contraction in the seventies, 
and now they are throwing obstaclesin the 
way of the legitimate expansion of the cur- 
rency by the free coinage of silver.

IN RICH PROFUSION AND VARIETY 
AT THE CAPITOL BUILDING. 


On Ten Minutes’ Notice a Very Creditable 


Display of the Beautiful Flowers 
Was Made—Look at Them. 


A beautiful display. 

The chrysanthemum exhibit now on view 
in the rotunda of the capitol building. 

On the left, as the visitor enters the room, is 
the magnificent contasibution of Mr. D. B. 
Woodruff, of Macon, Ga., by far the largest 
display. Here may be seen chrysanthemums 
nine feet in height, and stately product of the 
florists arts they are. The most striking 
part of this exhibit isa crescent and star de- 
sign, the foundation being witite chrysanthe- 
mums, studded’with MarechalNeil roses and 
intertwined with sweet elyssum. On the base 
is inlaid an anchor of pink chrysanthemums, 
and the whole is surmounted bya dove, the 
emblem of hope. In exhibiting these chrys- 
anthemums while they are in full bloom, Mr. 
Woodruff aims to show to what perfection 
they can be brought by good cultivation. 

The chrysanthemums are divided into dif- 
ferent classes, according to the shape of the 
flowers or petals. The Chinese varieties 
are distinguished by the _— globular 
form or regular outline; the plants 
are smooth, regularly arranged and rounded 


} atthe top. The Japanese class is the most 


interesting:= These are always irregularly 
shaped, and the petals are often very long and 
twisted, or maAy be quilled or tubulated; in 
fact they assume so many different sbapes 
that each individual variety requires a 
description for itself. The anemone flower- 
ing varieties are rather irregular in, their out- 
line. The center or disc is full of quilled 
florets, standing high, while on the outside are 
one or two rows of flat petals. Pompons are 
small, of dwarf growth and very free flower- 
ing. 

Planting may be done any time in this 
locality after Mareh 15th, but in the.northern 
, agg the state.not before the beginning of 
April.

This fine piece 
of work will greatly interest all who attend 
the show, as window-gardening, especially for 
the winter, is beeoming the fad among Atianta 
ladies. At the base of the glass case a lake of 
water is represented, the banks of which are 
composed of lycopodium silver-tipped moss, 
while ferns, alms and moss are 
artistically distributed here and ‘there, 
to represent trees and foliage. From the 
center of the case hangs a beautiful basket of 
trailing lycopodium moss of another variety.

FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 


A Sensational Arrest Yesterday Morning, 

J. R. McCullough, of Riverdale, on the At- 
lanta and Florida road, is locked up in Fulton 
county jailona warrant charging him with 
embezzlement. 

He was arrested yesterday morning, the war- 
rant being sworn out by Messrs. Adair Bros. 
& Co., of Atlanta. 

Behind the arrest of Mr. McCullough on 
such a sensational charge there is an inter 
esting story. 

As the readers of THe CONSTITUTION were 
informed at the time there was, or was supposed 
to have been, committed a daring burglary 
at Mr. McCuilough’s home in Riverdale, last 
Saturday night. 

By that burglary it was reported that Mr. 
McCullough had been robbed of some 3,000 
in money, besides about $6,000 in collectable 
notes. The notes, however, were recovered. 

Mr. McCullough is a merchant at Riverdale. 
He does business with Adair Brothers & 
Co., and Maddox, Rucker & Co., of 
Atlanta, receiving shipments of guano 
from them and selling the same through the 
surrounding country. In payment he took 
part notes, and these, with his individual 
paper, he was accustomrd to turn over to the 
Atlanta houses in payment for the guano 
shipped him. 


Last Saturday he was to have paid $1,500 on | 


his account. But he didn’t, and there’s where 
the story begins to be interesting. 

Saturday night when he went out home, Mr 
McCullough claims to have had something 
over $35,000 in a valise, together with about 
$6,000 in notes. 

He states that he put the valise behind a 
trunk; that during the night burglars broke 
into his room with an ax, and escaped with the 
valise containing the money and notes. 

Mr. McCullough heard the burglars, and 
tried to shoot them with a Winchester rifle, 
but fell over a chair, and could not prevent 
their escape. 

The next morning he found the valise with 
the notes in it but the money gone, lyingin the 
road, about 200 yards from the house. 

There seemed to be suspicious circumstances 
connected with the case, and soon after it 
caine to the notice of Messrs. Adair Bros. & 
Co.and Maddox, Rucker & Co., of Atlanta, 
they employed Detective Shackleford to work 
it up. 

Detective Shackleford visited Mr. McCul. 
lough’'s home at Riverdale and yesterday 
brought him to Atlanta with him. 

An interview was had been Adair Bros. & 
Co., Maddox, Rucker & Co. and Mr. McCul- 
lough and Detective Shackleford. 

This ended in the swearing out of a warrant 
by Adair Bros. & Co., charging Mr. McCul- 
lough with embezzlement. He was at once 
placed under arrest. 

Mr. McCullough requested to be taken to 
Clayton county to give bond. Detective 
Shackleford ne him their yesterday 
but Mr. McCullough failed to secure bond, and 
he was brought back to Atlanta and placed in 
jail, where he now is, : 

The warrant, charging him with embezzle- 
ment, was sworn out because it is believed that 
Mr. McCullough cither robbed himself or 
was an accomplice to the parties who 
did it, if it was done at all. 

Detective Shackleford says the evidence 
against McCullough: is overwhelming, and that 
it will easily be proven that the alleged bur- 
glary was all buncombe. : 

Mr. McCullough has nothing to gay about 
the case. He has employed attorneys, and 
every effort will be made to secure his release 
from jail today. 

Further developments in the case will be 
watched with interest. 

Besides the $3,000 claimed to have been 
stolen, since Saturday McCullough has col- 
lected between $2,000 and $3,000 on the notes 
that were in the valise when taken out of the 
house. This makes the money involved about 

£5,000.

They Claim that Facts Are Greatly Distorted 
and Point to This as Another Evidence 
of the Treatment of the Alliance. 


The following dispatch, which appeared in 
yesterday’s Macon Telegraph, was widely 
commented upon by the alliance members of 
the legislature yesterday, and great indigna- 
tion is expressed at what is claimed to be a 
wilful misrepresentation of the facts in the 
case, and that at the expense of the alliance. 

Here is the story as it appeared in The 
Telegraph : 

It is almost certain that General Gordon will be 
the next United States senator. 

The fight begun last evening and was virtually 
whipped tonight, and the credit is due to a knot 
of gallant alliancemen, led by Read, of Putnam, 
and Harper, of Carroll, ably seconded by Senator 
Todd, of this district, who stood up for principle 
in the face of overwhelming odds in the caucus, 
and at last triumphed. 

Not only have they pretty surely whipped the 
senatorial fight, but one of much more moment to 
the people of Georgia and to the democracy itself. 

THE CAUCUS POWER BROKEN. 
. ‘ © 

The alliance caucus will not, with closed doors 
and in secret, virtually decide who shall hold the 
public offices of the state and what her laws 
shall be. 

Yet was this gravely threatened, not more than 
twenty-four hours ago. 

Livingston has gone too far, and at last found 
that inthe alliance there are some men who de- 
cline to be “led by the nose”’ (these are thefr own 
words) where principle is at stake. He has been 
stubbornly foughtin an alliance caucus and his 
right to be there challenged. 

A CHEEKY PROPOSITION, 

Last night as soon as the caucus met (to which, 
be it borne in mind, alliancemen, some from other 
States, were admitted, and no non-alliance legis- 
lator was entitled to admission) the first motion 
offered coolly proposed that all members present 
should bind themselves to abide by the action of 
the caucus, though they had not the slightest 
knowledge of what action the caucus was going to 
take, except that it was generally understood that 
it would be on the United States senatorship. 

Then there was a big row, and the statement in 
this morning’s ConsrTitutrron that the meeting 
was harmonious was misleading. 

TWO VIGOROUS KICKERS. 

Read, of Putnam, kicked, Harper, of Carroll, 
kicked, and Read and Harper kicked together, 
and again, untilthey made Rome how). Their 
right to remain, unless they acquiesced in the 
proposed throttling, was questioned. They re- 
torted by asking what right Mr. Livingston, who 
was not a member of the Georgia legislature, had 
to be present. H@said he came as an invited 
guest, and then there was a point made, as near 
as I understand, about whether the caucus was an 
alliance caucus, pure and simple. ora caucus, as 
every one had supposed, of alliance legislators. 

This produced confusion, which seems not even 
yet to have been cleared up. Read and Harper 
protested that they were good alliancemen, but 
also legislators, and would not allow their con- 
nection with the first organization to stand in 
the way of the rightful discharye of their duty to 
the other. 

THEY LEFT UNDER PROTEST. 

They agreed to leave the hallat last, but did so 
protesting that the beginning made that night in 
the caucus was such as, if more was to follow on 
the game line, sounded the death knell of the 
alliance in politics. Then they withdrew with 
about fifteen others. . 

THE SITUATION AS IT WAS. 

In order thatthe position of these gentlemen 
may be exactly understood, a word ortwo about 
the situation. As everybody knows, the alliance 
has an overwhelming majority in the legislature. 
Whatever the alliance members endorse with 
unanimity the legislature must adopt. An alli- 
ance caucus, therefore, has the power to pass in 
the legislature any measure so endorsed in the 
caucus; in other words, to all practical intentions 
and purposes the caucus, whenever it acts with 
unanimity, is the legislature. Then if the caucus 
programnve were continued much of the legisla- 
tion of this state would, and any of it on which 
the alliance happened to be united, could be dis- 
posed of with closed doors. 

OUTSIDERS GIVEN A VOICE, 

Again, it issaid that all alliancemen havaa 
vote in the caucus. Certainly, members from 
Texas} (Mr. Sledge); from North Carolina (Mr. 
Polk); fromm Washington (I believe Mr. Turner), 
who 18 the national alliance lecturer, or secretary. 
These gentlemen certainly have the privilege of 
speaking on the floor, and infinencing legislation, 
if they cannot actually vote. For instance, Mr. 
Livingston, the congressman-elect from thia dis- 
trict, and in no wise connected with the legisia- 
ture, was frequently heard last night. 

STAR CHAMBER LEGISLATION. 

Itisthen plain, under the caucus programme, 
legislation could be carried on with closed doors 
and its current affected by persons. other than 
those elected by the people of the state to give the 
laws. 

‘This is what Mr. Harper and Mr. Reed are kick- 
ing aboutand thev say such tactics sound the 
death knell of the alliance in politics, because they 
know that the people are not going to stand any- 
thing of the sort. 

TODD INTO THE BREACH, 

After they had left the cancus, which they did 
not do before talking themselves hoarse. Senator 
Todd is said to have taken up the cudgels and 
poured it into Livingston for all he was worth. 
rhe caucus broke up without any definite action 
on the big issue it was probably called to ‘fix.’ 

Tonight it reconvened, but the meeting was a 
very diifferent one from last night’s storm. The 
alliancemen had had time to reflect and it seems 
by this time there were so many of them who 
“declined to be led by the nose” that little, if any, 
effort was madein that direction. 

SENATORSHIP WON'T BE FIXED, 

Oniv one thY¥ng appears to have been definitely 
settled, and that was tit the senatorial «ques- 
not be “fixed” in caucus at all, 
but that every legisiator, allianceinan or not, 
should have a real and not merely a formal voice 
in deciding the issues between the candidates. 

It looks very much tonight asif this secret cau- 
cus business had been broken up so far as the deg- 
islature is concerned, and that those held here- 
after will be of the kind advocated by Messrs. 
fiead and Harperand their colleagues, open to 
delegates. 

Very great indignation was expressed about 
this publication, and a good deal of strong 
language was used by the aliiancemen. 

“That,” said one of the leaders, last night, 
‘is a sample of the treatment we are receiving 
at our opponents hands, who are General 
Gordon’s friends. That publication, 
coming from the source it does,has done much 
to solidify opposition tothe man whose cause 
The Macon Telegraph is so active in cham- 
pioning. Every allianceman should read 
that just to see what sort ofstuff is being 
printed against us. The insinuations 
contained in that article and the 
open gloating over what they claim is the 
“breaking” of the “alliance strength,’’ are 
fair samples ofthe treatment we are receciv- 


ing. 
That isa sample of thecomment the article 
evoked. 


HER SENTENCE COMMOUTED. 


Governor Gordon Saves Emily Boon From 
the Penalty of Death for Murder. 


Emily Boon has escaped the gallows. 

Governor Gordon yesterday morning tele- 
eraphed the sheriff of Gordon county to stay 
her execution, as he had commuted her 
sentence to imprisonment for life. 

But three women have been hanged in this 
state. The first was executed about fifty years 
ago at Washington. Susan Everhardt was the 
next victim, she being hanged in Webster 
county, during Governor J. M. Smith’s 
administration, and the last was hung 
for participating in the Eastman riot about 

ight years ago. 

The gallows would be a fitting reward for 
Emiiy Boon, who, after repeated attempts. 
osoning @ family of ten, of 
whom two died. 

Everything was in readiness for the execn- 
tion today, but there is evidently a strong sen- 
timent in this state against the hanging of a 
woman, as the friends of the condenmed had 
no difficulty in obtaining the signatures of a 
large number of people in that county praying 
for commutation.

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RAILROAD RUMBLINGS, 


REPORTED UNION PACIFIC- 
ST. PAUL DEAL DENIED,

Railroad Personals and Topics of General 
Interest Concerning Railroad Matters 
in Every Section. 


Mr. J. Pierrepont Morgan says there is no 
foundation for the rumor sent out from Chi- 
“cago that his presence in the west was for the 
purpose of effecting a traftic agreement be- 
tween the Union Pacificand St. Paul railroads. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road recently purchased $25,000 worth of real 
estate in Selma, Ala. 

The general freight and passenger agents of 
Florida met at the Duval hotel, in Jackson- 
ville, yesterday. 


Work upon the extension of the Chicago. 
St. Paul and Kansas City road, from St, 
Joseph to Kansas City, will shortly be com- 
menced, and trains will be running over the 
road between Chicago and. Kansas City some 
time between November I5th and December 
lst. The extension from Des Moines is also to 
be pushed as rapidly as possibie. Bnt ninety 
miles remain to be built between these points, 
and when that is completed the road will have 
an air-line between Chicago and Omaha, It 
is expected that trains will be running over it 
before July 4th next. 


James Johnstone, an engineer, with two 


assistants, from London, England, arrived in 


this city last week and proceeded to Quebec,” 


where they will at once begin a siirvey of the 
proposed Quebec, Montmorency and Charle- 
voix railroad, which is to form ane of the most 
important links in the line of the new trans- 
Atlantic service between Canada and Eng- 
land. The charters of, parliamentary powers 
have beem granted, and the new com- 
pany will be known as the North Canadian 
Atlantic railway and steamship syndicate, 
limited, its chairman being the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Henry Isaacs, recently lord mayor of London. 
The capital stock with which railways, docks 
and steamships will be constructed and operated 
will be £4,000,000. The scheme is to construct 
a line of railway between Quebec and a 
point on the extreme east of the Lab- 
rador coast, presumably St. Charles 
bay, whence steamers of twenty Knots can 
readily accomplish the voyage to Milford 
Haven in ninety-four hours. As the distance 
from St. Charlies bay to Milford Haven is 
only 1,870 miles against 3,070 from New York 
to Liverpool, the saving accomplished on the 
new route by a twenty-knot steamer will be 
sixty hours. On the English side the Great 
Western Railway Company will make quick 
connections to London and Liverpool. On 
this side a route to Chicago in forty-seven 
hours will be afforded by the Grand Trunk 
and North Canadian Atlantic. This will make 
the trip from Chicago to Milford Haven five 
days and twenty-one hours, 

The estimated gross earnings of the entire 
system of the Kock Island, including lines 
both east and west of the Missouri river, for 
the month of October, are $1,756,450, a de- 
crease of $35,574 as compared with the esti- 
mated gross earnings for the month of October, 
18389 

East-bound shipments from Chicago last 
week aggregated 69,353 tons, against 68,037 for 
the week previous, a gain of 1,316 tons, against 
68,940 for the same period last year, a gain of 
413 tons. The Pan Handie retained its lead 
in the amount ot traflic carried, leaving even 
the Lake Shore behind, with the Michigan Cen- 
tral and the Chicago and Grand Trunk run- 
ning neck and neck for third place. 

Messrs. George —— T. P. Brown and 
George Ketcham have sold to§the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, the Toledo, Findlay 
and Springfield line, ranning from North Bal- 
timore to Bowling Green, a distance of fifteen 
miles, the consideration being $250,000; poses- 
sion is to be given December 1st. This branch 
is in the center of the oil country in northwest- 
ern Ohio, and gives the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton access to immense oil busir”yss. 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad will 
furnish free transportation to all military com- 
panies along its line to Montgomery and re- 
turn, upon the occasion of Governor-elect 
Jones’s nauguration. The state troops are so 
located that thé Louisville and Nashville will 
handie nearly thirty of the various companies 
composing the various regiments, leaving only 
about fourteen companies to be cared for by 
the other roads of the state. 


The joint rate committee of the eastern and 
western roads has completed and is ready to 
issue & new set of rules, governing class, com- 
modity and equalized rates. They provide 
that applicants for rates lower than the tariff 
schedule shall give reasons for the reductions 
sought; such requests must then be passed upon 
by the initial lines and their report submitted 
to a joint committee. Any line feeling that 
equalization of rates is required on any 
specitic class or commodity shall com- 
municate with the joint rate committee, which 
shall consider the matter promptly, and take 
such action as may be proper. In order that 
the delays forineriy existing in such equalized 
rates may be avoided as far as practicable, the 
joint committee is empowered promptly to 
equalize through rates via the different june- 
tions within the territory covered by the agree- 
ment for the organization of the joint rate 
committe. In case any road is asked to 
participate in an unauthorized rato by 
any other road, whether a inember of any 
of the associations or not, it shall refuse to do 
sv, aud shall communicate the facts promptly 
to the joint rate committee. Provided, how- 
ever, that if any unauthorized rate is found to 
be in force between points within the pre- 
scribed territory, then the joint rate commit- 
tee may promptly authorize competing lines to 
issue similar rates while waiting for a vote 
thereon.—Louisville Commercial.
